Mr. Fraser has trading 
posts at Vermillion, Fond du Qac, and other 
points as well as at Chipewyan. 


A sTEAM yacht is being built at Prince 
Albert to be used for excursions on the 
river.

Moose Jaw Times: On Monday a cara- 
van of three covered wagons passed through 
town, carrying two families of native French 
Canadians from South Dakota to Edmonton.

No specificiations accompany 
the plans, but the drawings are very com- 
plete.

NORTHWEST ASSEMBLY. 


Regina Standard: A bill to forther in- 
crease the powersof the Territorial Assembly 
has passed its second reading in the Com- 
mons. The Assembly may hereafter pass 
ordinances not inconsistent with any act of 
Parliament, incorporating associations of the 
land owners, and persons interested in the 
lands, in any district or tract of land for the 
purpose of constructing and operating irriga- 
tion works for the benefit of such lands.

A Qnebec despatch of July 9th says : One

The latest information 
States that fifteen are dead, and twenty-nine

injuries of many that before the night is over 
the death list may be increasd. The story 


| of how the disaster occurred can be told ina 


few words. Two excursion trains, filled with 
pilgrims from Richmond, Windsor Mills, 
Sherbrooke and surrounding points, were 
bound for Levis, where the people were to 
take a steamer for the shrine of La Bonne 
St. Anne De Beaupre. The 550 people were 
in charge of several priests, who were asleep 
in the Pullman Balmoral, in the rear of the 
first train. I: stopped for water at Craig's 
Read, and although the semaphore was set 
againet it, the second train dashed at full 
speed into the rear of the first train. The 
engine ploughed right through the Pullman 
and two first class cars, completely demolish- 
ing them, and dealing death ard terrible in- 


| jerves to the ococupants. 


The Winnipeg Nor’-Wester, Conserva- 
tive says: “The Government's conduct in 
respect to the H. B. railway order is with- 
out precedent; nothing like it has ever 
oocarred wefore in the parliamentary history 
of any British country.

| is not surprising that the citizens of Winni- 


peg have become not only alarmed but 
indignant. It rarely pays to deceive a 
people, and least of all by agovernment that 
lives by the people’s favor. The feeling in 
the Northwest at present is that the people 
have been deceived.”
